WANT DEFINITE PAYMENT 
The main plea of the medical pro¬ 
fession, it was Indicated Is for “a 
system of payment for services ren¬ 
dered or a definite remuneration for 
a definite work done.*' 

The proposal of the health com¬ 
mission was that each general practi¬ 
tioner should get 84 a year for each 
insured patient on hit panel, with 
certain deductions If he did not do 
his own surgery, and an additional 
payment of §24 for each maternity 
pass. Specialists and consultants 
would be paid on a fee basis for each 
case referred to them. 

The report of the doctors* com¬ 
mittee states the health insurance 
commission was assured by Dr. Mc¬ 
Pherson that the committee was 
prepared to recommend to the pro¬ 
fession. “that they bo wlllin| to work 
under a partial service for the first 
year, such as. for example, a system 
that would provide hospitalisation, 
drugs, and complete diagnostic 
methods; or any other scheme that 
might be devised jointly by ourselves 
and the commission which would glvs 
a service commensurate with ths 
amount of money available.” 
COMMISSION'S PROPOSAL 
The commission, says the report, 
urged on the other hand “that we 
try the scheme for a year, and that 
•t the end of that time. If funds 
wero shown to be- inadequate, they 
would be willing to go to the govern¬ 
ment and recommend one of the 
following plana, or any combination 
of two or more; 1 . increase of assess¬ 
ment.

It Is stated, must 
be collected by arrangement between 
doctor and patient, and “will *)f» 
be a tax on the insured that is unfair

R lichsfuehrer HITLERS AD- 

dreu to the Reichstag on Saturday was 
obviously intended more for home consumption 
rather than to coavey anything of a startling 
character to the outside world. At this late 
date it matters very little that he should formally 
announce the removal of Germany’s signature 
from that section of the Treaty of Versailles 
which placed the guilt of provoking the Great 
War on his country. Most of the work of the 
treaty makers of 1919 has been repudiated by 
Hitler and bis Nazi regime. 

Once again Der Fuehrer declared that Ger¬ 
many it ready to co-operate with other nation! 
for peace and economic progress, particularly 
emphasizing his desire to be oo friendly terms 
with France, but he struck a somewhat ominous 
note when he laid down the dictum that each 
nation must decide for itself what it requires in 
the form of armaments. Hus can only bo taken 
to mean that Germany will continue to follow
